Tius you ſee, 'twas not the Wo- 
man's making her Husband a Cuck«1d, but 
her being, diſcovered, that had lize to have 
ſpoiled all. 

I donot read of any Reaſon this Woman had 
to make her Husband a Cuckold, but only ſhe 
had it by I1teritance. Bat as for the greateſt 
part of Women, there is not one of a thouſand 
that will rot give a Reaſun for making tacir 
Husoands Cucxolds, 

' Sometimes tney ' will alledge the Jealouſfie

thoie Husbands that live with other Mens 
VVives: and fo ſaying, ste flung away from 
him without vouchſafing to hezr his Reply. 
Can any Man deny but that this his Lady had 
both Reaſon and Juſtice on her fide? And there- 
fore if Men will tacrifice themſelves ro Cuc- 
koldibip, who can helpit ? For Y Vomen are 
ſooner overcome by Anger and Revenge, than

But there are another ſort of women, - as 
well piouiiy as voluptuouſly given, that love 
to make their Husbands Cackolds, on purpoſe 
that they may ſcni4 *em to Heaven, Now 
this 1s a Charitable conſideration ſurmounting, 
all the reſt ;, for they find their Hasbands very 
wicked, Tavern-hunters, Gameſters; nay, and 
{omerimes coming home by C5d-piece-weeping- 
crots, the Effefis of Subburb-finning. They 
uſe all means to reclaim 'em, give 'em all the 
good Extortations imaginablemm—Fic, buy

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band this will never do—you 1mpairyour Eftate, 
you weaken your body, but more than all this, 
what think you will become of your So1l ?---But 
the poor women preach to deaf Images—there 
is no heed given to their word——and there- 
fore , Compaſſionate wives as they are, they 
cornute the wicked husbands 11 tlils World , 
to make 'em happy in the other. Tho' to 
ſay truth, this may be rathcr ſaid to be gra- 
titude than charity in the women to ſend 
their husbands to Heaven by Cornutement, COn- 
fidering how kind the men arc, in defiowe- 
ring Virgins, to prevent their leading Apes in 
H2lJ. Bot let it be Charity, or Gratitude, 
or what it will, the pretence can never be 
bad that ſends men to Heaven, And therc- 
fore this was rhe Reaſon, that the Coun- 
try-man comirg home and finding the Curate 
of the Parish a Bed with his Wite, never ſaid 
2 word Cither to the one or the other; for 
thought lic, a Curate's Cuckoid cannever want 
Abſolution of his Sins.
